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The Crocodile River is a large river which waters 
the northern district of Transvaal Colony. It is, thanks 
partly to it not being much frequented by white men 
and also to the luxuriant vegetation of the country, very 
prolific in animal life, lions, giraffes, wildbeeste, hart- 
beeste, crocodiles, hippopotami, baboons and other ani¬ 
mals being found there in profusion. 
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
